(u) A potent by rta Very n«Uin»»la affected with a public Interest Tne public Interest Is best served, and Ino most effective patent 
examination occurs when/at the time an application is being examined, th« Office Is ewero ol and evaluate* the teachings of ell Information 
material to patentability. Each Individual associated with the filing and prosecution of a patent application has a duty of candor end good 
faith in dealing with tho Office, which Includes a duly to disclose tp the Office all ^formation known to thai individual to be material to 
pulcntaWUty 38 defined tn this section. The duty to disclose Information exists with respect tu oach pending Claim until the claim is 
cancelled or withdrawn rrom consideration, or me application becomes abandoned, information material to the patentability of a claim that 
is cancelled or wrtfidrewii from consideration need not be submitted if the information Is not material to the patentability of any claim 
remaining under consideration in the application, There is no duty to submit Information, which is nol material to the patentability of any
